The storm was terrifying to a degree, 
but the damage was not as great as was 
at first belleved. A conservative guess 
places the entire damage at $25,000 or 
$30,000. The telegraph and_ telephone 
lines leading out of the city are down,

The first train tn from Philadelphia and 
other points brought down excited rela- 
tives and friends who were anxious after 
the welfare of their loved ones and who 
found them well and happy and telling 


amusing stories about the freaks of the 
storm. 

Great dariage was done along the 
boardwalk, where the one-story pavilions 
suffered to a considerable extent. The 
storm roof of the McClain apartment 
bullding at.

$2,500. 

The other largest damage was done at 
the Hotel Strand, situated on Pennsyl- 
vania avenue, close to the beach. This 
hotel’s handsome brick and frame porch 
was completely ripped out and demolish- 
ed by the wind. Outside of these places 
the damage otherwise consjsted of broken 
plate glass windows, tin roofs curled up, 
awnings blown down and trees uprooted, 
while In the Inlet district at the upper 
end of the city a number of boats were 
torn from their moorings and several 
boat houses were blown over.

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PRINCESS ANNE 


WAS IN STORM 


Ud Dominion Liner Had Se- 
vere Night in Passage 


Water Was Waist Deep Upon the 
Lower Deck, and the Terrified 
Passengers Were Not Al- 
lowed To Venture Out 
of Saloons. 


Norfolk, Va., Septemer !6.—The Old 
Dominion liner Princess Anne, Captain 
Tapley, from New York to Nodrfolk, with 
a passenger list of 100, steamed slowly 
into haror tonight with her cargo badly 
listed, ten hours behind a run that snould 
have consumed nineteen hours. The 
Princess Anne left New York without 


the slightest intimation of the fierce wind 
blowing up the coast to meet her. 

Chief Engineer Osterhaul made the 
statement that when the steamer left 
for the south the storm warning had 
been hauled down and the indications 
given out were to the effect that the hur- 
ricane had broken. At |! o'clock this 
morning, off Fenwick island. the § full 
Strength of tye gale struck the ship. 
The passéngers rushed half clothed, 
weeping, praying and screaming from 
their state: rooms. 

Orders issued that no soul save the 
crew be allowed upon the decks, already 
waist deep In a seething mass of water. 

The ship plunged head on through the 
blow and as she mounted each successive 
wave ner screws raced with _ terrific 
speed. Finally dawn broke, the wind lost 
some of its force and the Princess Anne 
began to make hendway. Upon the ar- 
rival tonight one woman threw herse!f 
upon her knees upon the d@ck and thank- 
ed God for letting her reach land again. 

The steamer Guyandote, of the Old Do- 
minion line, freight laden, which sailed 
from New York three hours after the 
Princess Anne, had not been reported 
from Cape Henry at II o'clock. The 
Princess Anne passed the cape at 6 p. m. 

During the course of the storm, ac- 
cording to passengers, several] members 
of the crew refused to obey orders issucd 
by Captain Tapley, and wanted to go 
below. Captain Tapley drew a revolver 
and pointing it at the crowd ordered them 


again to go to,work. They obeyed with- | 


out further demonstration and no charges 
have been preferred against the men. 

That there was trouble cannot be con- 
firmed from the ship's officers. 

Put Pistol to Their Heads. 

A verification of the munity report has 
been secured from pasSengers. It was 
the force of stokers that quit work, and 
they were forced to resume by the cap- 
tain at revolver’s point. At the time of 
the mutiny the ship was in only 16 fath- 
oms and drawing near the shore. It 1s 
reported that sixteen passengers were 
more Or less seriously injured.

Wasnington, September 16.—The presi- 
dent granted pardons today to George D.

There ts no ground 
for believing that they will ever again, 
under any circumstances whatever, en- 
gage in like practices. They. attempted 
no defense, but pleaded guilty at the 
earliest opportunity. They were contrit. 
and admitted that they justly deserved 
punishment. The reform of offenders 
themselves, so far as the law contem. 
plates that has been completely ef- 
fected by the punishment. 

‘The question of pardon may, there- 
fore, be properly considered, now solely 
as regards its effect upon the administra- 
tton of justice and the pubiie welfare. 
The law has been thoroughly vindicated 
and the evil against which it was direct- 
ed, in these communities, has been com- 
pletely crushed. Connivance with the 
abuses of corrupt magistrates in that 
locality in the exercise of the power to 
hire out offenders for payment of fine 
and costs on conviction for smal] and 
often sham offenses, in order to reap 
profit for their hirer, has been thorough- 
ly exposed and broken up.

Soldier, Jurist and Legis- 
lator, He Had Notable 
Career.

In [856 Judge Estes married Miss Fan- 
nie C. Bryan, of Covington, Ga., and 
four children were born to them, only 
two of whem survive. Before the war 
‘between the states Judge Estes moved 
fo Jonesboro, Clayton county, where he 
taught school a number of years with 
ex-Governor A. D. Candler. He entered 
the war as captain of company F, For- 
ty-fourth Gecrgia regiment, the company 
being organized and numed the Estes 
Guards in his honor. The regiment was 
crganized at Griftin, Ga., and Judge Estes 
was elected lieutenant colonel. It was 
mustered into service ang sent to Vir- 
ginia early in the spring of 1/862. In 
the first engagement the colonel of the 
regiment was killed and Judge Estes was 
promoted to colonel. Soon afterwards 
he was wounded end had to return hame 
cn a furlough, not being able to continue 
his command. 

Had Notable Public Career. 

After the war sudge Estes moved back 
to Franklin county, where he again 
taught school and practiced law. In 
187! he moved to Gainesville and has 
continuously resided here sinc?, all the 
time being an active practitioner at the 
bar, save for two terms he served oan 
the bench. In !880-! Judge Estes served 
as a member of the legislature, being 
overwhelmingly elected from this county. 
In 18835 he went «mn the bench of the 
Northeastern circuit, having been elect- 
ed ut the fall session of the previous ieg- 
islature. He served only one term at 
that time, but in 1898 he- was again 
elected and served four years from Jan- 
uary !, 1899, his term expiring the first 
of the present véear. ’ 

As a result of the deadlock in the cele- 
brated Bell and Hill convention in 1875, 
Judge Estes was nominated by the dom- 
inant faction for congress from the ninth 
district, and he came within three votes 
of a tnanimous nomination. He made 
the race in the general election against 
the great Hill and was defeated, but the 
contest was a most interesting one. 

In recent years Judge Estes has not 
been very active politically, though he 
went on the stump in behalf of his old- 
time Yriend and former fellow teacher, 
Allen D. Candler, in 1899 and did va- 
liant work. In the nominating conven- 
tion Judge Estes placed Governor Cand- 
ler’s name in ntmination with a stirring 
speech. 

Judge Estes was a member of the 
Presbyterian church, having been an el- 
der for many years. He always took an 
active inte.est in church and Sunday 
schoo] work, and was active in church 
affairs up until he was stricken by 
death. Since the death of his wife two 
years ago he kas been in declining health, 
and has suffered much. 

The funeral services will be held to- 
morréw morning at tl o’clock at the 
Fresbyterian church conducted by the 
yastor, Dr. T. M. McConnell, assisted by 
Dr. J. A. Wynne and Dr. W. F. Quil- 
lien. The local bar association will at- 
tend the funeral in a body.

The temperature at Sioux City was 
34 above, at Omaha 32 and at Des Moines

from last night’s frost, but the damage 
was not as serious as might be imagined.

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PRESIDENT HAD 
VERY ROUGH DAY 


His Yacht Caught in the 
Storm in Long Island 
Sound, 


New York, September’ 1i16.—President 
Roosevelt is resting quietly on his train 
tonight after a day of strenuous and yva- 
ried experiences. While en route from 
Oyster Bay to New York, on the naval 
yacht Sylph, accompanied by Mrs. Roose- 
velt and a party of guests, he passed 
through a terrifying wind and rain storm 
during which the vessel was in imminent 
danger. Subsequently he visited the im- 
migration stafion on Ellis Island, New 
York bay, and made a thorough inspec- 
tion of the institution. 

After dining on the Sylph tonight he 
went on the revenue tug Chamberlain to 
Jersey City, where he boarded a special 
train on the Pennsylvania railroad, which 
is to convey him to the battle fleid of 
Antietam for the dedication ceremonies. 

When the Sylph weighed anchor the 
skies were dark and forbidding, and as 
the vesse] drew out of the bay a light 
rain fell. Less than an hour after the 
Sylph had entered Long Island sound 
she ran into a terrific wind and rain 
storm. The storm increased jn severity 
rapidly, and off Fort Schuyler it devel- 
oped into a hurricane. 

The wind blew, according to an estl- 
mate made by Lieutenant Preston, com- 
mander of the Sylph, at the rate of 65 
miles an hour. The Sylph, a compara- 
tively small vessel, pitched heavily, and 
off Willett’s point listed very sharply to 
starboard.

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End of the Strike in Central Shops 
at Maacon. 

Macon, Ga., September 16.—(Special.)— 
The striking machinists of the Central 
shops will return to work tomorrow 
morning and when the shop whistle blows 
at half-past 6 o’clock the indications are 
the shops wil] be filled with the same 
sixty-five men who have tied up that de- 
partment. 

A meeting was held this afternoon of 
the strikers and after some communica- 
tions were received and read from the 
company officials it was decided to begin 
work in the morning pending a settlement 
of the strike. 

Just what the outcome will be or 
whether of not the men wiil receive all 
the increase they demanded is not known. 
Superintendent Kline arrived in Macon 
yesterday afternoon and lett for Savan- 
nah on the midnight train.

The Storm in New York. 

New York, September 16.—Greater New 
York and its environs for geveral miles in 
all directions were visited today by the 
flercest wind and rain storm known here- 
abouts in years. The day began with 
rain, which increased as the wind, blow- 
ing 60 miles an hour, from the east, 
grew stronger, and for two hours about 
midday the combined fury of the elements 
wrought damage on land and water, 
amounting In the aggregate to many 
thousands of dallars. The gale culmi- 
nated at noon in a wind velocity of 54 
miles an hour. Apparently solid sheets 
of water drove across the city, drench- 
ing every unfortunate caught without 
Shelter, and the gauges at the weather 
bureau registered 1.30 inches prectpita- 
in two novrs. Then the storm sub- 
the middle of the afternoon 
the wind had dropped to a mere breeze 
and the sun broke through the clouds, 

Several injured, 
deaths have been reported. 

The gale was especially severe at sea, 
eausing havce to the shipping down the 
bay, where many vessels were sunk or 
wrecked. The worst of the damage was 
reported from Staten Island. The entire 
fleet of the Staten Island Yacht Club at 
anchor was either sunk or wrecked,

All along the coast the captain said he 
encountered quantities of floating spars 
and other wreckage, whicr led him to be- 
lieve that the gale had been very de- 
structive to shipping.

Jacksonville, Fla., September 16.—Tel- 
egraphic communication south of this 
city, which has been demoralized by the 
hurricane through the southern and mid- 
dle sections of this state, has been re- 
stored as far south as Palm Beach, on 
the eastern coast.

Wrecks on Florida East Coast. 
Miami, Fla., September !6.—The aux- 
iliary schooner Klondyke, C. A. Ball, 
master, laden with valuable fittings, from 
the British steamer brings the 
first authentic reports from the 
wrecks north of this point. 

About a mile north of Boynton the 
Standard Ofl Company's barge No. 93, 
oil laden, is hard aground on the beach.

Ends of Justice Attained. 


‘‘Apart from thése considerations, there 
are others which are deserving of weight. 
While the innocent must. inevitably often 
suffer with the guilty, such considera- 
tions cannot be allowed to stay the hand 
of justice until the ends of legal punish- 
ment have been completely attained. 
When, however, the punishment of the 
guilty had wrought all ends the law de-

London, September !7.—The efforts of 
the powers, according to the latest tel- 
egrams, are directed both at Constanti- 
hople and Sofia towards an endeavor to 
e@vert war. It is stated that all the am- 
bassadors at Constantinople have drawn 
the porte’s attention to the danger of per- 
mitting a continuation of the excesses in 
Macedonia in connection with the Turk- 
ish troops and irregulars. 

The Daily Chronicle says it understands 
that Great Britain has decided on a still 
~ stronger step In the dispatch of a Brit- 
ish squadron in support of her dip!ap.atic 
engeavors at Constantinople to put an 
@erd to the massacres, It is impossible, 
however, to confirm or deny The Daily 
Chronicle's statement. 

Most of the special correspondents 
the near war inevitable, 
but think it may yet be delayed, neither 
the Bulgarians nor the Turks Tamia real- 
ty prepared for it. 

Advised To Remain Quiet. 

Sofia, Bulgaria, September !16.—Although 
no formal replies have been received to 
the Bulgarian government's note, it {s 
said that the representatives of three 
gEreat powers have repeated their counsels 
to Bulgaria to remain the 
event of a war with Turkey Bulgaria need 
not expect any help in foreign cuarters. 
It is further reported that the same diplo- 
mats visited General Petroff and endeav- 
ored to persuade him to postpone. the 
mobilization of Bulgarian forces, but the 
premier declined. 

One of the ministerial organs, in an edi- 
,torial on thé government’s note, says it 
hopes it will be the last time that the 
Bulgarian government wil] issue a note. 
lf the powers do not intervene to restore 
order in Macedonia, Bulgaria will under- 
take, with the feeble forces she possesses® 
to do what is expected of her and give 
Europe the pleasure of witnessing @ 
bloody drama in Macedonia. 

A telegram from Burgas reports that @ 
general massacre is beginning throughout 
the district of Losengrad. Turkish troops 
and bashi-bazouks attacked a Greek 
village near Losengrad, killed twenty-five 
peasants and destroyed the church, 
schools and many houses. The Turks at- 
tacked the village of Paoulevo and killed 
everybody they found in the streets. 

A fight is reported from Petchonitza 
between a band of !00 insurgents and 300 
Turks. The tnsurgents, who occupied a 
strong position, killed twenty-five Turks. 

A telegram from Uskub says the mobili- 
vation of the Turkish army is prim. 
rapidly, while dispatches from Constanti- 
nople assert that the military party is 
urging the sultan to order his troops to 
cross the Bulgarian frontier without 
a deciaration of war, which the party 
regards as unnecessary, inasmuch as Bul- 
garia is a suzerain state of Turkey. The 
sultan is said to be hesitating.

, Cotton in Cuba. 

Cotton growers will be interested in 
‘the communication, which appears in 
another column, from a well-known 


| Atlanta firm, telling of ‘cotton experi- 


ments in Cuba. 

. The sample boll of cotton grown on 
Cuban land from seed sent from Geer- 
‘gia is large and the lint is fine. There 
seems no question about the quality. 

But this does not by any means 
prove that it can be made a profitable 
crop in a country where there is no 
frost. The report of the enthusiastic 
Cuban who has conducted this experi- 
ment says, “We have no frost here and 
cotton once started to blooming we 
have an endless picking.” That deduc- 
tion seems very much in the nature of 
guess-work, It is claimed by some ex- 
perts that. there can be no cotton 
where there is no frost, unless it is 
where, as in Egypt, intense heat. with- 
out rains or moisture kills off the plant 
and thus prepares the way for the new 
crop. 

However, the experiments are inter- 
esting. For one thing, they serve to 
emphasize how ~all the rest of the 
world, apparently, is endeavoring to 
find some way to compete with the 
southern states in the growing of the 
staple which is the principal source 
of wealth in this section. It may “be 
that some of these efforts will succeed. 
Then, in order to meet this competi- 
tion, the southern planter must have 
his business organized on a basis of 
production at the lowest possible cost. 
In justice to himself, that his margin 
of present profit may be the greatest 
possible, he should use every endeav-

It smothers the breeding youngsters 
and cuts short the ephemeral crop. 
The petroleum does not hurt the wa- 
ter since it only covers the surface 
with a scum of incaleulable thinness. 
Nevertheless, that scum shuts off the 
breath of life from the mosquito germ 
and the sucker that was to be never 
happens. The sanitary authorities

Ant DISCUSSED 


Evil Has Grown To Be Men- 
ace to City's Prosperity 


Members of Council’s Tax Committee 
Discuss the False Returns of 
Individuals, and Will En- 
deavor To Adopt Measures 
To Correct Evil. 


A movement to Increase the tax returns 
of Atlanta in order that the departments 
of the municipality gay have sufficient 
money upon which to operate was started 
yesterday afternoon during the meeting 
of the tax committee of council, of which 
Mayor Pro Tem, LaHatte is chairman. 
The,members of the body appear to be 
very much interested in the matter and 
it is believed that its results will be ob- 
tained. 

The discussion during the meeting of 
the committee centered around the belief 
of the members of the body that a large 
percentage of the taxpayers of Atlanta 
swear falsely to the returns they make 
to the city tax assessors and receivers. 

“We are not getting one-fourth of the 
taxes to which the city is entitled.’’ de- 
clared Alderman Girardeau. 

‘It is more than that,’’ declared Mayor 
Pro Tem. LaHatte. “Atlanta is not re- 
ceiving one-tenth of the money that 
shceuld be paid.” 

“Well, what are you going to do about 
it?’ asked Councilman Amorous. “How 
are you going to make the income of the 
city equa] to the demands of the depart- 
ments? In looking over the book I have 
before me I see several interesting things 
and one of them is a return of $300 for 
personal property by a certain man in 
Atlanta, and I am positive he has twenty 
rooms in his house. All of them are fur- 
nished, too. The personalty returns are 
less than they were seven years ago and 
the real estate and persOnalty returns 
for 1902 ar® only $300,000 -greater than 
they were in 1896. The departments have 
increased much more than that and our 
expenses are heavier.” 

“TY suggest,’’ said Cguncilman Winn, 
“that the assessors be given the right to 
enter a man’s house and make an assess- 
ment when they have reason to believe 
that he has not made a correct return.”

Tax Rate in Wilcox County Is 
$3/.36 On $1,000 


, Building of a New Court House Is 


the Cause—Terrell County Has 
No Tax Rate at All—Figures 
Vary from $2.50 to 
the Wilcox Wate.

There is a wide variation in the tax 
tates of Georgia counties as they have 
been furnished to Comptroller General 
Wright so that he can compute the 
amounts to pe paid them by the rail- 
roads and other corporations which 
make their returns to him. 

Reports have been received from just 
100 counties, and the county tax rates 
vary all the way from nothing at all in 
Terrell to $37.36 on $1,000 in Wilcox. 

The reason for the exceptionally high 
rate in Wilcox county is the fact that 
a new court house is to ‘be built, and, 
practically all of the money necessary 
for that purpose, it would seem, is to 
be collected this year. The assessment 
for the court house alone in Wilcox is 
more than $30 on the $1,000, so that 
the regular county tax rate for other 
purposes is but little more than $7 on $1},- 
000. With the state rate at $5 on $i,-

Blue Book Shows Exports 
Declined and. Imports 
Rose, 


Qt: 


London, Septomber !6.—On the heels of 
the Premier Balfour's speech at the 
Academy university of his views on the 
fiscal problem, contained in the pamphlet 
on “insular free trade’ advance sheets 
of which were issued last week, came 
the long promised and much demanded 
eovernment statistics dealing with that 
subject. They were issued today. by the 
board of trade in the shape of a blue 
book of nearly 600 pages of bewildering 
tables of figures showing the various 
@spects of British and foreign trade @nd 
in@ustria; conditions. No deductions were 
@rawn, though the publication teems with 
interesting testimony upon What are re- 
Sarded as points of fact. The refer- 
ences to foreign trade were chiefly con- 
fined to France, Germany and the United 
States. The Pall Mall Guzette says it 
Understands the cabinet has concluded 
the consideration of its fiscal position and 
its policy in regard thereto; that no’ fur- 
ther cabinet meetings will be held for 
the preseht, probably not until late in 
the autumn, and that in the meanwhile 
Colonial Secretary Chamberlain will pro- 
teed with his expository programme. The 
paper adds: 

“It will probably be found that he has 
modified his proposals so as to bring 
them in harmony with Mr. Balfour's 
Views as set forth in the pamphlet. The 
main feature of Mr. Chamberlain's 
modifications will be the disappearance of 
all suggestions in the direction of the 
further taxation of foodstuffs and raw 
material.’’ 

Consideration of the war commission's 
report is reserved for future meetings of 
the cabinet. 

The Pall Mali] Gazette believes 
Still possible that there will be 
than one resignation from the cabinet. 

One of the most important phases dealt 

with in the blue book are imports and 
exports. Tables show that exports f*om 
the United Kingdom to the United States 
declined from $145,000,000 in 1890 to 
$97,500.000 in i902, while the imports 
rose from $485,000,000 to $635,000,000. 
The total @xports to all foreign coun- 
tries declines in the same period $90,000.- 
000, though when the are in- 
cluded the decline only amounts to $5.- 
000,000. The proporSion the United 
Kingdom exports as between protected 
and united protected countries in the 
markets of the world has been reversed 
since 1890. Then it 56 per cent 
to the protected countries and 44 per 
cent to the others. In 1902 the propor- 
tion was 42 per cent to the protected 
countries and 58 per cent to the others. 
A valuable expianation is given of the 
much quoted excess of imports over 
exports which has so often been } held to 
be a sign of British trade decline. The 
blue book says that while the excess 
yearly averages about $800,000,000 the 
income received from foreign investments, 
calculated at $3!2,500,000, added to the 
earnings of the British merchant fleet 
engaged in foreign trade, calculated at 
$450.000.000. is probably more than suf- 
ficient to account for the @verage excess 
of imports. 
_Such. estimates have neves..®een in- 
cluded, hence the misteading character 
of the usval figures. Americans have made 
large investments in the. United Kingdom 
of years and American repiir- 
chases of railroag@ and other 6ecurities 
are admitted to have to some extent 
affected the fiscal figures, Dut “they are 
not likely to form a serious factor.” 

Much attention is devoted to the tin 
plate industry and the effect of the 
Dingley and McKinley tariffs. The fig- 
ures show that the total exports of tin 
from the United Kingdom has declined on 
a little over $5,000,000 since 
a marked increase in the quantity pro- 
duced and in the value of a number of 
mills since 1898. 
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rwoO MILLIONS IS THE LIMIT 


That Can Be Spent on the Mississippi 
in One Year. 

Washington, Septemiber 16.—Acting 
Secretary of War Oliver today held that 
under the provisions of the last river and 
harbor act, he is not authorized to ex- 
pend more than $2,.000.000 per annum 
for the improvement of the Mississippi. 

The question was raised by Representa- 
tive Joseph E. Randall, of Louisiana, a 
member of the house committee on rivers 
an dharbors. Under the act making ap- 
propriation for river and harbor improve- 
ment. the sum of $6,000,000 was allotted 
for work on the Mississippi river, the ap- 
propri« ition to become av: vilable on July 
1, 1903. The Mississippi ri commis- 
gion had, under itg interpretation of the 
law, devised a plan for the expenditure 
of the entire amount under a continuing 
eontract. The chief of engineers and the 
judge advocate general, to whom the 
question was referred, held that there 
was no objection to the making Of a 
eontract for the entire amount a uthor- 
ized, but that the law expressly provided 
that not to exceed $2. 000. 000 should be 
expended for work done in any one year.

About three months 
ago the business passed from the hands 
of the Dublin owners and the Dublin 'Tel- 
€phone and Manufacturing Company, 
with headquarters In Macon,,was organ- 
ized and chartered. Since the change in 
ownership and management several new 
rules have been established, most of them 
being novél to Dublin subscribers. 

The present trouble arose from the ef- 
forts of the telephone company to have 
all the patrons sign a contract agreeing 
to use the ‘phones twé@lve months at 
$2.75 a month. A few subscribers signed 
the contracts as soon as they were pre- 
sented, but a large majority have so far 
refused to do so. Thé telephone company 
announced through its local manager that 
it would take out the ‘phones of all who 
refused to sign the contracts, and this 
threat had the effect of stirring up the 
people to a lively pitch. 

An agreement was signed by nearly 
seventy-five business men, cOnstituting a 
majority of the patrons in the business 
section of the city, to the effect that if 
one ‘phone should be taken out on ac- 
ccunt of the refusal to sign the contracts, 
al! would be discarded.

New York, September 1!6.—There is 
nothing special to say concerning the cot- 
ton market today, which acted aboutyas a 
weather market should, with fluctuations 
sufficient to give the persistent speculator 
leeway. Liverpool, with its decline of 14 
English points on spots and decidedly be- 
low expectations on futures, was with- 
out material effect other than to act as 
a restraining influence to decidedly unfa- 
vorable weather conditions. The crop 
was said to be considerably damaged in 
Georgia and Alabama by torrentiai down- 
pours. The weather bureau reported 6.42 
and 5.32 inches rainfall respectively at 
Griffin and Quitman, Ge, Texas and 
Arkansas general rains with cooier tem- 
peratures as result of wintry weather and 
snow storm now prevailing in the far 
northwest, with further predictions of 
showers and cooler tonight. Many con- 
tend that with the present late season 
and the delay occasioned to picking that 
in spite of drought conditions, rain will 
celay work ,without being bepeficial to 
the plant, particularly in the present case, 
where the heavy downpour will work 
great injury to the grades, Our private 
Cxz0p accounts continue decidedly discour- 
eging, and K begins to appear that a 
record or bumber crop is entirely out of 
the question; and at the same time a 
chance with unfavorable weather and 
an early frost for a very sma yield.

TO SOUTH’S COTTON MILLS

HE south's cotton mills are attract- 

ing the attention of the manufac- 
turers of cotton goods the world 
over. That they can keep busy and make 
money in face of the recent high prices of 
raw material mystifies some of the man- 
ufacturers who are old in the business. 
During the past vear with the high { 
prices of cotton and the low rate for 
manufactured goods they have experi- 
enced the busiest year in the eee of 
eotton mills in the south. . 

The takings of cotton by the southern 
mills have increased at such Tapid rate 
in the past thirteen years—from 23.3 per 
cent to 50.42 per cent—that fears are 
entertained that this favored section wil] 
eventually consume the entire produc- 
tion of cotton. 

The New York Commercial, under the 
head of ‘‘The South is First in Cotton 
Goods Making,’ says as to the southern 
cotton mil situation: 

“Consideration of the facts concerning 
the disposition of the cotton crop makes 
it plain that cotton goods manufacturing 
in the north is dwindling with a speed 
which few appreciate, each year show- 
ing greater rapidity. Thirteen years ago 
the mills of the south took 23.3 of the 
cotton crop consumed by American mills; 
thie north 76.7 per cent. In 1903, the per- 
centage, while not wholly reversed, shows 
a change that commands attention. The 
south now takes 50.42; the north 49.58. 
For the first time in its history the 
south jeads as a maker of cotton goods. 

“With the beginning of September, the 
year’s crop of cotton stood 10,727,559 
bales, an increase of 46,879 bales over 
last year. The value of the crop is $480,- 
770,282. It is impossible to say just 
what the southern manufacturer paid 
for his cotton, because many of the mills 
contracted for their supplies early; in 
fact, fully 765 per cent of their purchases 
were made before the increase in the 
price of raw material began. At any 
rate, the southern manufacturers did not 
pay an exorbitant price for their portion 
of the mill takings, 2,000,729 bales of 
American and ‘9,678 actual} bales of for- 
eign cotton, the latter mostly Egyptian. 
This is equal to 13,858 American bales. 
Northern mills consumed a_ total of 
2,098,009, of which 150,374 bales were 
foreign cotton. 

‘This truth is interesting in view of the 
situation in the southern mills as occa- 
sionally describ¢d by men with an ax to 
grind. Careful investigation seems to 
show that while there has been a cur- 
tailment’ of production at some of the 
mills, every bale of cotton obtainable has 
in general been used. There has actually 
not been enough cotton to supply the 
domestic demand. High prices of Taw 
material and low rates for the manufac- 
tured product have not been without ef- 
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} cf. the 
southern | 


prwdnan manufacturers, taking the in- 
dustry as a whole, have just experienced 
the busiest year in the history of cotton 
mills south. 

“There are 740 cotton mills on sOuthern 
territory, an increase of 404 in thirteen 
years. Of these a few are under con- 
struction. The total number of spindles 
in operation is 6,889,454. Adding idle and 
incomplete spindles a total of 8,248,275 
is reached. The final figures indicate the 
spindles which will be available, say Jan- 
uary !. The Caroltnas are striking ex- 
amples of the increase. South Carolina 
is adding 571,000 spindles to its total, 
1} and North Carolina 294,000. 

“A fact which should not be lost sight 
of is the statement by both manufactur- 
ers and jobbers that there is a quality 
division by northern and southern mills; 
that is, the majority of coarser cotton 
fabrics is made by southern mills, while 
the finer fabrics come In greatest pro- 
portion from the mills of New England. 
Time may change these conditions, which 
are the result of the lack of skilled labor 
south, as well as the absence of the more 
expensive machinery, but their existence 
is offered as an explanation of the ex- 
isting quality division. 

‘In every southern state, except Ar- 
kansas and Missouri; new mills and spin- 
dleg are in process of erection. Old plants 
fre being enlarged. The southern cotton 
industry is growing apace in every de- 
taf.’ 


Southern Exchange Cotton Letter 


New ‘York, September 16.—Liverpool 
hardly met our decline this morning, the 
opening prices being only about 5 to 8 
points lower. Our market opened about 
i to 3 points higher. In the early morn- 
Ing the market advanced 3 to 4 points on 
covering of shorts. A reaction then took 
place and the market lost 6 to 10 points. 
The general opinion seems to be that the 
recent rains will do some good, provided 
it clears up and we will have fair weath- 
er for a few weeks.

CONVICT LABOR FOR HIRE. 


OFFICE OF THE PRISON COMMISSION 
OF GEORGIA.—Atlanta, August 14, 1903.— 
By authority of an act of the General As- 
sembly, approved December @2ist, 1897, and 
an act amendatory thereof, approved August 
1903, the prison commission of Georgia in- 
vites bids for the labor, for a term of five 
years from April Ist, 1904, of all male 
felony convicts who may be in the peni- 
tentiary on said date except the following: 

ys under fifteen years of age, such aged, 
diseased and infirm convicts as in the judg- 
ment of the commission should not be hired 
out, and such convicts under sentence of 
five years and less, who may, by virtue of 
said acts, be worked upon the public roads of 
the several counties.

Parties hiring thie labor may sublet the 
same to such other persons ase shall be ap- 
proved by the commission, and wpon such 
terms as the commission may preacribe. 

The labor of all such convicts may be 
hired to one or more persone, on separate 
bids, but no bids for less than twenty-five 
nor more than Afty will be received. 

The hirers will be required to give suitable 
bond, with security, conditioned for the fafth- 
ful payment of the hire and the proper ob- 
gervance of their contracts, and such rules 
and regulations as may be adopted by the 
commission. 

All bids must be 


in writing and must be 
filled in the offices of the commission, by 12 
o’clock noon, the I5Sth day of October, 1903. 
and ahall state definitely the number of 
convicts wanted, price offered, employment 
to be engaged in, the county and location of 
the proposed employment. and the term of 
years for which they will be wanted. No 
bids will be considered which offer less than 
one hundred and seventy-five dollars per cap- 
ita per annum. 

On the date specified, or as soon there 
after as practicable, the commission will 
award the convicts to the bidder, or bfaders, 
who offer the highest and best price for the 
labor, but reserve the right to reject any 
and all such bids, and to make such other 
contracts of hiring as authorized by sald 
acts.

Many of our scentists ugqtil quite recent- 
ly have been reluctant to admit that a 
number of the lower animals possibly 
pessess other senses than ours. So much 
new and undeniably affirmatory evidence 
ic, however, now being Offered on this 
point that there can be no longer any 
substantial reason for doubting that the 
five senses man imperf exercises are 
vy no means al] that are possible to sen- 
tient creatures. 

One such sénse not possessed by hu- 
man beings, but to a greater or less de- 
gree almost universally present in mam-' 
mais, birds, reptiles, fish and insects, 
ig what, perhaps may be called the sense 
of localization. It enables its eessor, 
apparently by its sole use, to find a de- 
gired spot. It is evidently closely con- 
nected With an instinctive and perfect 
memory of distance and direction, That 
the homing pigeon exercises it to some 
extant, though undoubtedly aided by the 
landmarks it recognizes, is putable; 
that the honey bee has it in its ‘fullness 
and perfection cannot, after the careful 
experiments of Albrecht Bethe, in Ger- 
many, be. doubted,

WANT BROUGHTON 
TO REMAIN HERE 


His Departure, Would B3 Ca- 
lamity Declare Membsrs, 


Has Been Burdened in His Work 
Here by Lack of Funds, but It 
Is Believed That Proper 
Aid Will Be Given 
Him. 


The announcement In The Constitution 
yesterday morning that Dr. Len G. 
Broughton, pastor of the Baptist Taber- 
nable of Atlanta, had been called to the 
pastorate ef the Clarendon Street Baptist 
church, of Boston, Mass., and the state- 
ment that it was possi.ie that he would 
accept the call created considerable in- 
terest in Atlanta. Particularly was in- 
terest felt in this announcement among 
the members of the Baptist tabernacie, 
Which Dr. Broughton has served for sev- 
eral years, and where he has done a re- 
markable amount of work of a philan- 
thropic and educational nature. 

The call was not a surprise to the lead- 
ing members of the church, though his 
acceptance would result in nothing less 
than a calamity, they declare. It is 
understood that Dr. Broughton has been 
greatly burdened lately on account of a 
lack vf funds with whicn to carry on the 
work of the church. The aggressive op- 
erations which he Las vonducted called 
for a large sum of money, and in order 
to continue this work and to meet the 
obligations with which it is burdened 
more money must be forthcoming. 

In the absence of Dr. Broughton and 
the chairman of the board of deacons, 
H. A. Etheridge, chairman of the finance 
committee of the church, who is next in 
authority, was asked for a statement of 
the position of the church in the matter. 
In an interview Mr. Etheridge goes fully 
intO a discussion of the situation, which 
he considers grave, and what he says is 
of considerable interest. 

Would Be Great Calamity. 

“Our chureh has heard nothing definite 
about Dr. Broughton’s call té Boston,” 
says Mr. Etheridge. “There has peen a 
rumor to that effect, but I have heard 
nothing definite. ~The regular monthly 
meeting of tue deacons was held last 
Monday night and nothing was said by 
vur pastor co.cerning the call. We all 
discussed freely the future plans of 
the church, and Dr. Broughton was seem- 
‘ngiy as much interested as any one of 
us, I cannot believe that he contem- 
plates giving up his work here. 

“Nothing would be regarded by. the 
church as a greater calamity than to have 
him go. We are not surprised, however, 
that the call has come. For a long time 
we have known that he was desired in 
the north, and, indeed, this is not the 
Only great opportunity that he -now has. 
[ personally know of several others, 

“Dr. Broughton is away from tie city 
and will not return before Friaay. Of 
course none of us on the board of dea- 
cons can give an intelligent expression 
as to what the result would be. We can 
only hope and pray that the Lord will 
indicate to him not to give up the great 
work that he is doing here. We _ believe 
this is his life work. No church has 
ever been more blessed, and never in his 
ecnnection with this church has he been 
niore beloved than now. 

“It is true that Dr. Broughton has felt 
greatly burdened of late on account of 
the lack of funds with which to carry 
on the work of the church. His ideas are 
aggressive. Hundreds of Atlanta's poor 
are reached and helped through the mis- 
sionary operations of this church. It 
takes a great deal of money to operate 
Cur seven mission stations, and to do the 
work among the poor and the afflicted 
that our church js doing. The church it- 
self requires a good deal of money. Our 
large congregation, two-thirds of whom 
are not members of the tabernacle, calls 
for a good dea! of money to hold the in- 
terest, 

“Dr. Brougu.on's hospital and district 
nursing work in this city is also a 
great tax upon his energy. In addition 
to these institutions is the industrial 
home for needy women, and also the 
Christian dormitory for women. No one 
except those of us officially connected 
with Dr. Broughton can tmagine the 
Strain that he is under financially. 

“The church cannot afford to have him 
go, neither can the city of Atlanta, as 
We see it. The annual Bible conference 
alone should c2use the Christian peopie 
of Atlanta and this section to take an 
interest in keeping him here. For five 
years he has brought to the church and 
to this city, and I might say to the 
whole south, the greatest preachers and 
teachers of the world. It would be a 
great calamity to this community to see 
this conference movement suspended. Dr. 
Proughion’s touch with these men 
throughout this country and Europe pe- 
culilarly fits him to operate this confer- 
ence. We could not expect the contin- 
uance of this conference movement if 
he should leave Atlanta, 

Needs More Financial Support. 

“The tabernacle is made up for the 
most part of very poor people. At pres- 
ent we are struggling to carry an in- 
debtedness of about $10,000, covered by a 
mortgag>: on our property, besides a float- 
ing indebtedness of some $3,000. The 
mortgaged indebtedness is easy to carry, 
but our floating debt must at once be 
paid, and the church must have more 
financial support than it is now getting. 
We appreciate the gravity of our preseit 
situation, and we shall be glad to have the

In addition to covering the situation 
thoroughly as -regards fertilizers, the 
department added a new feature 
this vear.

Each of these subjects ‘s dis- 
cussed historically, the progress of 
each crcep in the state is shown. These 
bulletins were prepared by Assistant 
Commissioner Mm -Aarcuiar °F.

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THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 

New York, September !6.—The same in- 
fluences that have dominated the stock 
market for some time were again in con- 
trol today. The crop situation continued 
to be the paramount issue, and out of the 
mass of sensational rumors and reports 
recently circulated, it is at last clear that 
serious harm has been wrought to crops 
in certain sections of the northwest. 
From Georgia and Alabama came reports 
of damage to cotton by high winds and 
heavy rainfalls. Trading during the 
early session was noteworthy chiefly for 
a renewal of yesterday's selling move- 
ment for western accounts, Chicago tak- 
ing a Jeading part. As in the early week 
the Steel securities were again con- 
spicuous for their heaviness, both the 
common stoOck and the 5 per cent bonds 
declining to new low levels. Sales of 
the bonds were very heavy, transactions 
for the first two hours aggregating con- 
siderably more than one-half of the oper- 
ations for that period in the bond de- 
partment. Declines in the list were gen- 
eral at the outset, but the tone soon 
changed to relative steadiness. Atchison 
seemed to be taken up quietly, and 
Union Pacific was another one of the few 
stocks that offered resistance to the 
early selling pressure. Com mission 
houses reported little business, and out- 
of-town operations were doubtless cur- 
tailed by the storm which caused serious 
interruption to all telegraphic service. 
The specialties were almost entirely neg- 
lected, a notable exception being Inter- 
nationa| Paper preferred, which declined 
almost 3 per cent below the last recorm- 
ed sale.
